Nearly  70,000 
members  of  the  Church, 
holding  tickets  signed  by 
ward  bishops,  viewed  the  two 
sessions  of  the  dedication 
yesterday  via  closed  circuit 
colored  TV  in  five  campus 
locations.  The  Provo  Temple 
is  the  17th  to  be  dedicated  in 
the  Church.  Herewith,  the 
President’s  dedicatory  prayer 
read  by  President  Harold  B. 
Lee,  of  the  First  Presidency: 


O God,  the  Eternal  Father,  the  Creator 
of  heaven  and  earth  and  all  things  that  in 
them  are;  thou  Man  of  Holiness  who  hast 
created  us  thy  children  in  thine  own  image 
and  likeness,  and  endowed  us  with  power 
and  agency  to  follow  thee;  thou  who 
knoweth  all  things,  and  hast  all  power,  all 
might,  and  all  dominion;  thou  who  created 
the  universe  and  ruleth  with  justice  and 
equity  and  mercy  over  all  the  works  of  thy 
hands— hallowed  be  thy  great  and  holy 
name! 

We  come  before  thee  in  the  name  of 
thine  Only  Begotten  Son,  even  the  Son  of 
Man,  in  whose  sacred  name  thou  hast 
ordained  that  we  shall  h ve  access  to  thee, 
the  Lord;  and  we  plead  with  thee  to  pour 
out  thy  Holy  Spirit  upon  us  as  we  raise  our 
voices  in  praise  and  thanksgiving  and  seek 
blessings  under  thy  hands. 

We  know  that  thou  art  our  Father,  and 
that  we  are  the  workmanship  of  thy  hands, 
the  sheep  of  thy  pasture,  the  saints  of  thy 
congregation;  and  we  thank  thee  for  life 
and  being,  and  for  the  privilege  of  receiving 
our  mortal  probation  in  a day  when  thou 
hast  given  the  fulness  of  thy  everlasting 
gospel  to  men  on  earth. 

Our  hearts  are  filled  with  gratitude  that 
this  thy  gospel  is  the  plan  of  salvation  for 
all  men,  and  that  thou  didst  choose  thy 
Beloved  and  Chosen  One  to  be  the 
Redeemer  and  Savior,  and  to  put  into  full 
effect  the  provisions  of  thy  great  plan.  We 
thank  thee  for  the  atoning  sacrifice  of  thy 
Beloved  Son;  that  he  came  into  the  world 
to  die  upon  the  cross  for  the  sins  of  the 
world;  that  he  has  ransomed  us  from 
temporal  and  spiritual  death;  that  by  his 
stripes  we  are  healed.  And  we  covenant 
before  thee  to  walk  in  the  light  of  revealed 
truth  so  that  we  may  have  joyous 
fellowship  one  with  another,  and  so  that 
the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  thy  Son  may 
cleanse  us  from  all  sin. 

And  so  now,  with  thy  grace  attending, 
may  we  shout  praises  unto  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel,  and  say:  0 Jehovah,  thou  God  of 
our  fathers,  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob; 
thou  who  “wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed 
us  to  God  by  thy  blood  out  of  every 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people,  and 
nation;”  thou  who  shall  make  us  “unto  our 
God  kings  and  priests,”  that  we  may  live 
with  thee  a thousand  years— thou  art 
“worthy  ...  to  receive  power,  and  riches, 
and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and  honour,  and 
glory,  and  blessing.” 

And  may  we,  O God  our  Heavenly 
Father,  be  numbered  everlastingly  with 
that  mighty  congregation  of  the  righteous 
which  acclaims  with  one  voice:  “Blessing, 
and  honour,  and  glory,  and  power,  be  unto 
him  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and  unto 
the  Lamb  forever  and  ever.^’  • — 


Our  Father  we  have  no  power  of 
expression  to  ascribe  unto  thee  the 
gratitude  in  our  hearts  for  thy  love  and 
mercy  and  condescension  unto  us  thy 
children;  we  are  overwhelmed  by  thy  grace'^- 
and  goodness  in  sending  thine  Only 
Begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  might  have  eternal  life;  and  we  rejoice 
and  praise  thee  for  restoring  in  this 
dispensation,  through  thy  servant  Joseph 
Smith,  Jr.,  the  fulness  of  thy  everlasting 
gospel. 

We  thank  thee  that  thou  didst  appear, 
with  thy  Beloved  Son,  in  the  Spring  of 
1820,  to  usher  in  this  final  gospel 
dispensation;  that  thereafter  thou  didst 
send  Moroni  to  reveal  the  Book  of 
Mormon;  that  John  the  Baptist,  and  Peter, 
James  and  John  ministered  to  Joseph 
Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery;  and  Moses  and 
Elijah  and  Elias  and  Gabriel  and  Raphael 
and  “divers  angels”  came  from  the  courts 
of  glory  “all  declaring  their  dispensation, 
their  rights,  their  keys,  their  honors,  their 
majesty  and  glory,  and  the  power  of  their 
priesthood;  giving  line  upon  line,  precept 
upon  precept,”  until  the  whole  plan  of 
salvation,  in  all  its  beauty  and  glory,  is  now 
again  on  earth. 

O Lord  we  thank  thee  for  the  saving 
truths  revealed  anew  in  our  day  and  for  the 
noble  and  great  spirits  sent  to  earth  to 
carry  forward  thy  great  work  in  these  last 
days.  We  rejoice  in  the  mission  and 
ministry  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and 
the  Patriarch,  Hyrum  Smith,  who  together 
held  the  keys  of  this  final  dispensation,  and 
who  sealed  their  testimony  with  their 
blood.  We  thank  thee  for  the  faith  and 
devotion  of  all  those  who  have  worn  the 
prophetic  mantle,  and  of  all  thy  faithful 
saints,  and  we  pray  for  strength  to  be  even 
as  they  are. 

We  thank  thee  that  thou  didst  reveal 
unto  us  thy  priesthood,  even  the  sealing 
power,  by  the  hand  of  Elijah  the  Prophet, 
so  that  in  this  temple,  and  all  thy  other 
holy  houses,  thy  faithful  saints  may  be 
endowed  with  power  from  on  high;  and 
may  enter  into  those  everlasting  covenants 
which  open  the  door  to  the  receipt  of  all  of 
the  blessings  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob 
and  all  the  holy  prophets. 

O our  Father,  we  seek  to  be  like  thee;  we 
seek  to  pattern  our  lives  after  the  life  of 
thy  Son;  we  desire  righteousness,  for 
ourselves  and  our  children  and  our 
children’s  children;  we  turn  our  faces  to 
this  holy  house;  and  we  plead  with  thee  to 
make  us  worthy  to  inherit  the  fulness  of 
those  blessings  found  only  in  thy  holy 
temples-even  those  blessings  which  grow 
out  of  the  continuation  of  the  family  unit 
forever. 

— Thou  knowest,  O- Father,  that  we  seek 


these  blessings,  not  only  for  ourselves  and 
our  descendants,  but  also  for  our  forbears; 
for  thou  hast  said  that  we,  as  saviors  on 
Mount  Zion,  have  power  to  save  and 
redeem  our  worthy  dead;  we  seek  so  to  do; 
and  we  plead  for  thy  guidance  and 
directing  light  as  we  go  forward  in  this 
work-one  of  the  greatest  ever  revealed  to 
the  children  of  men  in  any  age  of  the  earth. 

We  look  forward  to  the  day,  O our  God, 
when  thou  wilt  reveal  unto  thy  servants 
where  other  temples  shall  be  built,  in  all 
the  nations  where  thy  saints  increase  in 
numbers  and  serve  thee  in  righteousness. 
We  know  that  all  men  are  thy  children,  and 
we  pray  for  the  day  when  all  who  will 
come  may  come  and  partake  of  the  waters 
of  life  freely  and  gain  for  themselves  the 
fulness  of  the  blessings  that  thou  hast  in 
store  for  all  those  who  love  and  serve  thee 
with  all  their  hearts. 

Incline  thine  ear,  O Lord;  look  down 
upon  us  in  mercy;  hear  us  in  these  our 
petitions;  and  grant  us  the  desires  of  our 
hearts  in  righteousness,  as  we  plead  with 
thee  for  the  welfare  of  Zion  and  all  her 
interests  and  concerns.  This  is  thy  Church; 
thou  hast  established  it  and  hast  “brought 
it  forth  out  of  obscurity  and  out  of 
darkness,  the  only  true  and  living  Church 
upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.”  Wilt 
thou  now  cause  it  to  “shine  forth  fair  as 
the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as 
an  army  with  banners,”  that  all  men 
everywhere  may  know  that  this  is  thy 
work;  that  it  is  thy  will  that  they  should 
come  unto  thy  Son  and  live  his  laws  and 
gain  salvation  in  thy  eternal  kingdom. 

O may  the  interests  of  Zion  prevail  and 
triumph  in  all  the  earth.  May  thy  kingdom, 
which  is  thy  Church,  “go  forth,  that  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  may  come,  that  thou, 
O God,  mayest  be  glorified  in  heaven  so  on 
earth,  that  thine  enemies  may  be  subdued; 
for  thine  is  the  honor,  power  and  glory, 
forever  and  ever.” 

O God,  our  Father,  in  this  day  of  turmoil 
and  evil,  when  Satan  has  “power  over  his 
own  dominion,”  and  when  his  forces  seek 
to  destroy  thy  work,  we  are  strengthened 
and  comforted  and  given  courage  by  thy 
decree  that  thy  Son,  “shall  have  power 
over  his  saints,  and  shall  reign  in  their 
midst.”  And  we  testify  before  thee  that  we 
know  that  he  does  reign  in  our  midst,  for 
which  blessing  we  praise  thy  holy  name 
forever. 

We  remember  with  soberness  and 
subdued  souls  thy  promise  that  no  weapon 
that  is  formed  against  thy  saints  “shall 
prosper;”  and  that  “if  any  man  lift  his 
voice  against”  them,  “he  shall  be 
confounded  in”  thine  “own  due  time.” 

We  thank  thee,  O our  God,  that- thou - 


didst  ordain  and  establish  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  “by  the  hands  of  wise 
men  whom”  thou  didst  raise  up  “unto  this 
very  purpose.”  We  thank  thee  for  the 
freedoms  and  “rights  and  privileges”  which 
are  guaranteed  to  us  in  this  sacred 
document,  and  pray  that  they  may  “be 
established  forever.”  We  beseech  thee  to 
put  into  the  heart  of  the  Chief  Executive 
of  this  nation  the  desire  and  determination 
to  preserve  our  free  institutions  for  us  and 
our  posterity.  Wilt  thou  bless  the 
Executive,  Legislative  and  Judicial 
branches  of  our  government,  that  each  may 
function  wisely  and  courageously  in  its 
respective  field,  for  the  preservation  of  our 
Constitutional  form  of  government. 

Now,  0 Father,  thy  faithful  saints  are 
and  shall  be  in  all  the  nations  of  the  earth. 
We  have  deep  concern  for  their  temporal 
and  spiritual  well-being.  We  pray  that  the 
rulers  of  all  people,  under  the  guidance  of 
thy  Holy  Spirit,  may  be  constrained  to 
adopt  forms  of  government  which  will 
assure  to  all  men  those  freedoms  which 
rightly  belong  to  them  and  which  are 
justifiable  before  thee. 

Wilt  thou,  O Lord,  put  into  the  hearts  of 
thy  saints  everywhere,  a desire  and  a 
determination  to  follow  implicitly  the 
declaration,  “We  believe  in  being  subject  to 
kings,  presidents,  rulers,  and  magistrates,  in 
obeying,  honoring,  and  sustaining  the  law.” 
May  they  strive  to  further  the  Cause  of 
righteousness  by  the  election  to  office  of 
good  and  righteous  men,  and  to  “be 
subject  to  the  powers  that  be,  until  he 
reigns  whose  right  it  is  to  reign,  and 
subdues  all  enemies  under  his  feet.” 

Our  souls  are  troubled  and  we  weep 
because  of  the  wickedness  of  the  world  and 
the  evils  that  abound  on  every  hand.  Out 
of  deep  concern,  therefore,  we  pray  for  the 
youth  of  Zion,  for  the  young  and  rising 
generation,  for  those  who  must  now 
prepare  themselves  to  bear  up  the  kingdom 
in  their  time  and  season.  Keep  them  from 
evil;  hedge  up  the  way  so  they  may  not  fall 
into  sin  and  be  overcome  by  the  world.  O 
Lord  bless  the  youth  of  Zion  and  us  their 
leaders  that  we  may  guide  and  direct  them 
aright. 

We  know  that  thy  kingdom  shall  roll 
onward,  and  that  hosts  of  the  young  and 
rising  generation  shall  yet  stand  forth,  in 
power  and  great  glory,  as  witnesses  of  thy 
name  and  teachers  of  thy  law.  Preserve 
them,  O our  God;  enlighten  their  minds 
and  pour  out  upon  them  thy  Holy  Spirit, 
as  they  prepare  for  the  great  work  that 
shall  rest  upon  them.

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The  China  trip  will  be  “a  giant  step  toward  the  creation  of  a stable 
structure  of  world  peace”  because  it  will  begin  to  thaw  the  icy 
Sino-American  relations  of  the  last  23  years,  President  Nixon  said 
yesterday. 

He  cautioned  that  he  and  the  Chinese  leaders  are  unlikely  to  reach 
agreement  on  the  specific  issues  that  divided  them. 

“The  trip  to  Peking  is  not  an  end  in  itself  but  the  launching  of  a 
process,”  said  Nixon.  “The  historic  significance  of  this  journey  lies 
beyond  whatever  formal  understandings  we  might  reach.” 

Explosive  Berlin 

Chancellor  Willy  Brandt  told  the  West  German  Parliament  yesterday 
the  potentially  explosive  Berlin  situation  can  be  defused  only  if  it 
approves  the  non-aggression  pacts  he  signed  with  the  Soviet  Union  and 
Poland  in  1970.  Rejection  of  the  treaties  would  result  in  rejection  of 
the  two  million  residents  of  the  city  who  have  withstood  Soviet 
challenges  to  their  freedom  for  a quarter  century. 

Crack  down  on  pay  increases 

Chairman  Arthur  F.  Burns  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System  asked  the 
Price  Commission  yesterday  to  display  more  flexibility  in  permitting 
price  rises,  but  urged  the  Pay  Board  to  crack  down  harder  on  excessive 
pay  increases. 

Burns,  an  architect  of  the  new  economic  policy,  fears  that  an  overly 
rigid  policy  by  the  Price  Commission  could  leave  businessmen  without 
the  capital  needed  to  launch  a rapid  economic  expansion.  On  the  wage 
side,  he  said,  “Compromises”  by  the  warring  members  of  the  Pay  Board 
could  “undermine  its  over-all  objectives.” 


National  debt  ceiling  increases 

The  House  voted  yesterday  to  give  President  Nixon  a $20  billion 
downpayment  on  his  request  for  a $50  billion  increase  in  the  national 
debt  limit.  Liberals  vowed  they  would  block  a further  boost  unless 
Nixon  proposes  new  tax  reforms. 

Automatic  expulsion 

Sen.  Margaret  Chase  Smith,  R-Maine,  renewed  her  proposal  yesterday 
for  automatic  expulsion  of  any  member  of  Congress  who  misses  60  per 
cent  of  the  roll  call  votes  in  a year. 

Mrs.  Smith  acted  after  Democratic  Leader  Mike  Mansfield  berated  the 
Senate  for  absenteeism,  immaturity,  and  unwillingness  to  work. 

Dock  strike  bill  delayed  in  House 

House  Democratic  leaders,  fearful  of  upsetting  a tentative  agreement 
settling  the  125-day  West  Coast  dock  strike,  battled  yesterday  to  delay 
final  enactment  of  a Senate-passed  back-to-work  bill  barring  a walkout 
for  up  to  24  months. 

Speaker  Carl  Albert  took  charge  of  the  last  minute  drive  to  sidetrack 
the  Senate  bill  and  substitute  a measure  sufficiently  different  to  throw 
the  issue  into  a House-Senate  conference  and  stall  final  passage  of  any 
bill  until  after  striking  longshoremen  get  a chance  to  ratify  or  reject  a 
settlement  agreed  to  by  their  leaders.

POW  problem:  view  from  the  North

Following  President  Nixon’s  public 
exposure  of  U.S.  policy  on  the 
Vietnamese  POW  problem  two  weeks  ago, 
America  expired  a quiet  sigh  of  cautious 
but  hopeful  optimism.  But  that  optimism 
began  to  evaporate  with  the  subsequent 
North  Vietnamese  downplay  of  Nixon 
proposals.  Though  the  Communist 
avoided  the  rhetoric  of  total  “rejection” 
for  purposes  of  placating  world  opinion, 
they  derided  and  denounced  the 
American  overtures  as  “political 
expediency  in  an  election  year.”  Sunday, 
Xuan  Chi,  North  Vietnamese  delegate  to 
the  Paris  Peace  Talks,  echoed  these 
sentiments  in  a broadcast  to  the 
American  people. 

The  frustration  permeating  every 
corner  of  America  over  our  inability  to 
secure  the  release  of  incarcerated  TOW’S 
is  reaching  neurotic  proportions.  Like  a 
noxious  tapeworm,  the  POW  probleifi  is 
eating  away  the  moral  “guts”  of 
American  society.  And  yet  aspiring 
politicians  and  the  press  of  America 
succors  this  growing  “tapeworm”  by 
feeding  illusory  optimism  to  the  baffled 
public. 

WHAT  are  the  real  possibilities  for 
negotiating  the  release  of  the  POW’s?  In 
whose  hands  does  their  fate  really  rest? 
Perhaps  it  would  be  interesting  as  well  as 
enlightening  to  assume  thy  role  of  the 
North  Vietnamese,  and  analyze  the 
current  situation  from  that  perspective. 
Allow  yourself  to  transcend  culture  and 
ideology  momentarily,  and  think  like  a 
North  Vietnamese  political  elite. 

You  are  a member  of  the  ruling  elite  of 
North  Vietnam.  You  are  proud  of  your 


country  and  heritage.  You  have  dedicated 
your  life  to  improving  the  lives  of  your 
fellow  Vietnamese.  But  all  around  you, 
your  work  is  going  for  naught.  One  in 
every  20  North  Vietnamese  has  been 
killed.  Your  factories  and  industry  have 
been  ravaged  by  aggressor  warplanes  of 
the  imperialist  American  armed  forces. 
Ten  years  of  extreme  sacrifice  and 
privation  have  confirmed  your  resolve  to 
survive,  to  fight  on  to  the  finish. 

Your  Oriental  philosophy  and  culture 
have  taught  you  to  be  patient,  to  endure 
until  the  cycle  of  events-the  wheel  of 
fortune-  comes  full  circle.  Your 
Communist  idealogy  has  endowed  you 
with  new  hope  for  peace,  justice,  and 
progress  after  hundreds  of  years  of  war, 
colonial  exploitation  and. social  injustice, 
and  famine,  illiteracy,  and  disease.  You 
have  nothing  to  lose  and  everything  to 
hope  for  in  continuing  the  struggle  to 
your  advantageous  end. 

Much  bargaining  power  lies  in  the  war 
criminals  you  have  captured.  Their 
presence  in  your  hands  is  the  only  factor 
that  allows  you  to  sit  at  the  same  table 
with  the  Americans.  They  sue  for  the 
release  of  their  prisoners.  You  analyze 
their  request  in  terms  of  advantageous 
and  disadvantageous  factors. 

If  you  release  the  prisoners  now: 


POSITIVE

I . Virtually 
none;  perhaps  a 
“well  done’’  pat 
on  the  back 
from  the  effete 
UN,  and  a ripple 
of  “May  fly” 
applause  from 
World  Opinion. 


NEGATIVE 

FACTORS

power,  and  then 
lie  at  the  mercy 
of  an  imperialist 
giant. 

2 . You  will 
deny  justice  by

3.  You  will  face 
continuance  of 
an  endless 
s truggle  with  a 
new,  illegiti-

THE  NORTH  Vietnamese  would  be 
deliberate  fools,  at  least  in  their  eyes,  to 
give  up  their  priceless  “war  criminals” 
under  the  conditions  proposed  by  the 
United  States.  Though  we  may  laugh  and 
scoff  at  their  perception  of  reality,  it  is, 
nevertheless,  their*  perception  of  reality, 
upon  which  their  behavior  is  based.  We 
belabor  their  inhumanity  and 
intransigency,  and  never  consider  ours. 
Last  week.  Sen.  Quang  Thusan  of  the 
South  Vietnamese  National  Assembly’s 
Foreign  Affairs  Committee  naively 
underlined  the  whole  problem.  “If  they 
refuse  this  peace  proposal,  I don’t 
understand  what  kind  of  solution  would 
be  acceptable  to  them.”  Apparently  a 
great  many  other  American  and  South 
Vietnamese  policy  makers  don’t 
understand  either.

Films  present  art  evolution 


“It’s  like  taking  a TV  tour  of 
all  the  great  art  museums  in  the 
western  world,”  said  Bill  Fillmore, 
vice  president  of  ASBYU 
academics,  in  relation  to  a film 
series  to  be  shown  at  BYU  starting 
Feb.  17. 

The  series  consists  of  1*3  films  in 
a historical  sequence.  These  films 
trace  the  evolution  of  the  arts 
from  the  Greek  period  up  to  the 
modern  day. 

Art,  sculpture,  painting,  music, 
architecture,  philosophy,  and  a 
broad  comprehensive  outlook  of 
western  civilization,  are  some  of 
the  main  aspects  the  film  covers. 

According  to  the  National 
Gallery  of  Art,  “This  film  series 
drew  bigger  crowds  than  anything 
since  the  Mona  Lisa.” 

The  film  series  was  produced  by 
the  British  Broadcasting 
Corporation.  It  was  such  a large 
success  in  England,  that  CBS 


bought  the  rights  to  the  films  and 
has  shown  them  twice  on  national 
television. 

“This  is  perhaps  the  finest 
cultural  effort  TV  has  ever 
produced,”  said  Fillmore. 

Students,  faculty  and  staff  can 
see  the  films  for  $3,  less  than  a 
quarter  per  film.  Townspeople 
may  see  them  for  $5.  Family 
tickets  are  priced  at  $6  for 
students  and  university  personnel, 
and  $8  for  townspeople. 

The  film  series  is  being 
sponsored  to  raise  money  for  the 
new  library.  “If  we  get  the

response  this  film  series  deserves, 
we  should  be  able  to  raise 
$10-20,000  for  the  library,”

“If  over  2,500  respond,  we  will 
open  the  Varsity  Theatre  for  a 
morning  showing,”  Fillmore  said.

BYU  track  and  field  athletes  are 
presently  pacing  themselves  for 
the  annual  Western  Athletic 
Conference  indoor  track  and  field 
meet,  scheduled  to  begin  Friday, 
Feb,  1 8 and  continue  through  till 
the  finals  Saturday  night.  Starting 
times  each  night  are  7 p.m.  in  the 
Salt  Palace  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

BYU  is  in  charge  of  the  annual 
indoor  meet  this  year,  which  was 
won  last  year  by  a strong  UTEP 
team.  The  Miners  from  El  Paso  are 
listed  as  favorites  again  this  year, 
along  with  BYU.  New  Mexico  is 
tabbed  as  a darkhorse.  The  Lobos 
are  undefeated  in  indoor 
competition  this  year,  but  may 
lack  depth  in  the  WAC  meet. 

Last  weekend  the  Cougars  were 
upset  in  Albuquerque  by  New 
Mexico,  70-52.  However,  several 
Cat  performers  did  well 
individually  in  the  meet. 

Swede  Anders  Arrhenius  won 
the  shot  put  with  a 60  foot  eight 
inch  toss  in  the  meet  and  distance 
ace  Mitch  Wiley  swepth  the 
two-mile  event  with  a 9:18.8 
clocking,  in  what  track  Coach 
Willard  Hirschi  termed  “an 
outstanding  performance.” 


Freshman  Paul  Cummings  easily 
won  the  mile  with  his  best  time  to 
date,  4:10.8,  while  his  frosh 
teammate,  Steve  Young,  grabbed 
a blue  ribbon  in  the  600-yard  dash 
with  a 1 : 1 2.3  clocking.

BYU  student  competes  in 


annual  NATO  games

What  sporting  event  requires  the 
'poise  and  agility  of  a paratrooper, 
Ithe  swimming  prowess  of  a 
salamander,  the  marksmanship 
talents  of  Frank  Buck,  and  the 
sense  of  direction  of  a compass? 
Why,  the  military  pentathlon,  of 
course. 

But  what  in  the  name  of  dross  is 
a military  pentathlon?  Ask  Roger 
Harvey,  a BYU  student  and  a 
member  of  the  International 
Confederation  of  Reserve  Officers 
(CIOR).  The  CIOR  holds  a 
military  pentathlon  meet  each 
summer.  Reserve  officers  from  all 
nine  countries  in  the  NATO 
alliance  compete  in  the  grueling 
event. 

Roger  was  a member  of  the 
number  one  United  States  team  in 
last  year’s  games,  held  in  Hanover 
Germany.  The  U.S.  sent  six 
three-man  teams  to  the  Hanover 
meet,  and  Roger  and  his 
teammates  walked  off  with  third 
place  honors  in  the  international 
competition.  A German  team 
took  first  place  honors,  garnering 
1,428  points.  A French  trio 
posted  the  second  place  finish 
with  1 ,427  counters.  Roger  and 
his  companions  were  a close  third 
with  1,421  points. 

The  pentathlon  is  made  up  of 
four  events:  a 20-obstacle  course, 
utility  swim,  marksmanship  and 
orienteering.  Each  team  must  be 
proficient  in  all  areas  to  fare  well 
in  contesting  with  the  other 
nations. 

The  obstacle  course  is  a 
5 00-meter  challenge.  Scores  in 
this  and  other  team  events  are 
recorded  only  when  the  last 
member  of  the  three-man  team 
crosses  the  finish  line.  Should  a 
team  member  become  injured 
while  running  the  course,  his  two 
buddies  must  push,  drag  or  carry 
him  to  the  finish  line.  The  course 
features  such  formidable  obstacles 
as  a five-meter  rope  ladder,  barbed 
wire  emplacements,  pits,  walls, 
and  ropes.  The  course  requires 
tremendous  agility  in  running, 
jumping,  climbing  and  crawling. 
“Two  guys  broke  their  legs 
jumping  from,  the  rope  ladder  last 
year,”  Roger  said.

After  surviving  the  obstacle 
labyrinth,  the  competitors  face 
the  utility  swim  contest.  Utility 
swimming  consists  of  four 
obstacles  in  a 50-meter  pool. 
Fatigue  unforms  must  be  worn  by 
contestants,  and  the  heavy 
clothing  inhibits  swimming  and 
engaging  the  obstacles.  The 
swimmers  negotiate  two  logs  that 
are  perpendicular  to  the 
swimming  lanes  and  then  must 
swim  under  a raft  three  meters 
long,  climb  to  a raised  platform, 
jump  back  into  the  water,  and 
then  swim  under  another  log. 

Roger  and  his  ‘podners’  took 
first  place  honors  in  the  Hanover

swimming  competition  last  year. 
The  American  trio  carded  a time 
of  39.6  seconds  in  the  event,  8.1 
seconds  better  than  their  nearest 
competitors. 

In  the  marksmanship  categories, 
the  competitors  must  become 
adept  in  firing  pistols,  rifles  and 
machine  guns.  The  host  country 
determines  the  types'  of  weapons 
in  each  category  that  will  be  used. 


The  final  event  in  the 
competition  is  orienteering,  a 
popular  European  sport. 
Orienteering  involves  land 
navigation  from  one  defined  point 
to  another.  The  athletes  must 
cross  unfamiliar  terrain  through 
the  use  of  maps,  compasses  and 
aerial  photographs.  Orienteering  is 
the  weakest  event  for  American 
teams.  “It’s  a very  popular  event

in  Europe,”  Roger  says.  “We  just 
don’t  have  the  experience  that  the 
other  NATO  teams  do.” 

American  teams  are  strong  in 
the  overall  competition.  Made  up 
of  reserve  officers  from  all 
services;  the  Army,  Navy  and 
Marines,  the  United  States 
contingent  took  fourth,  fifth  and 
sixth  places  in  the  games  behind 
Roger  and  his  teammates. 

This  year’s  competition  will  be 
held  at  Ft.  Meade.  Md.  It  will  be 
the  first  time  that  the  United 
States  has  hosted  the  event.  The 
United  States  team  will  begin 
training  together  late  in  May  for 
the  competition,  which  is  slated 
for  early  August. 

R oger  invites  other  interested 
reserve  officers  in  the  area  to 
contact  him  if  they  are  interested 
in  th'e  competition.  “I  would  be 
delighted  to  have  more  LDS 
people  on  the  team,”  he  says.  At 
the  present  time,  Roger  is  the 
only  Mormon  pentathlon  team 
member.

September  27,  1922— Eight  girls 
under  the  direction  of  the  Dean 
of  Women  hiked  up  Rock  Canyon 
last  Saturday.  Mrs.  Merrill  showed 
the  girls  how  when  looking  under 
one’s  arm,  the  tricky  atmosphere 
brought  out  the  delicate  tints  of 
the  valley.

Grand  Ball  of  Reconciliation 
“Hard  TimesCome Again  No  More” 


The  past  week  has  been  a 
history  making  epoch  for  the 
students  of  the  B.Y.U. 
Apparently,  a part  of  the  fairer 
sex  had,  owing  to  suggestions 
from  some  one  “higher  up,” 
conceived  the  idea  that  the 
“boys”  were  not  according  them 
the  proper  measure  of  social 
etiquette.  This  conception  took  a 
contagious  aspect  and  spread  until 
the  contagion  broke  out  in  the 
form  of  a general  assembly  of  all 
the  girls.  The  sense  of  this 
assembly  was  to  know  what 
attitude  should  be  taken  toward 
the  question  of  girls  having  to  go 
to  students,  social  functions 
without  escorts-the  “boys,”  of 
course.  After  a free  discussion,  the 
matter  came  to  a focus  by  a 
majority  concluding  not  to  go  to 
parties  without  an  escort;  further, 
that  the  “girls”  would  have  good 
times  of  their  own  making  until 
they  saw  fit  to  do  otherwise. 

That  evening  all  went  down  to 
the  skating  rink.  The  event 
proving  a genuine  success  in  favor 
of  the  girls.  The  next  occasion 
they  had  for  making  a 
demonstration  was  at  the  time  of 
the  Students’  dance  at  the  Mozart 
a week  later,  Nov.  8th,  when  a 
lively  crowd  of  “girls”  gathered 
and  under  them  the  gallantry  and 
protection  of  true  chivalry. 

The  forces  then,  after  great 
shouting,  disbanded  in  order,  but 
the  end  was  not  yet— “Some  one 
had  blundered!” 

Thru’  a committee  appointed  to 
make  plans  for  carrying  out  the 
aforesaid  proposition,  it  was 
learned  that  the  “girls”  had  never 
intended  their  stand  against  the 
“boys”  in  a spirit  of  retaliation  or 
“spunk;”  that  certain  members  of 
the  faculty  had  suggested  the 
movement  and  that  they  were 
willing  to  take  the  brunt  of  the 
blunder. 

Among  the  “boys,”  the 
committees  report  was  heard,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  fair  dames  were 


rest  room 

The  girls  of  the  University,  by 
their  united  efforts,  and  some 
help  from  friends,  have  succeeded 
in  securing  and  furnishing  a ladies’ 
rest  room.  The  need  of  such  a 
room  has  long  been  felt,  but  it 
was  not  until  near  Christmas  time 
that  they  were  able  to  effect  this 
purpose. 

Starting  out  with  $35,  which 
had  been  donated  by  the 
townspeople  and  the  societies  of 
the  school,  the  girls  collected  a 
small  fee  from  each  of  the  ladies, 
soon  increasing  the  sum.  With  this 
and  the  proceeds  from  the  “girls’ 
party,”  they  set  to  work  with  a 
dauntless  determination  to  get 
and  prepare  a place  of  rest  for 
those  in  need  of  it.  Their  efforts 
have  been  rewarded. 

The  room  secured  for  this 
purpose  is  on  the  third  floor  of 
the  High  School  building,  facing 
the  west.  It  was  papered  and 
arranged  for  the  exhibition  room 
of  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Industries,  later  being  turned  over 
to  the  ladies.  It  is  a neatly 
finished  room,  twenty-four  feet 
long,  and  seventeen  feet  wide, 
with  a high  ceiling. 

You  enter  at  a large  door  in  the 
north-east  corner.  The 
cheerfulness  and  brightness  of  the 
room  greets  you  with  a 
welcoming  smile,  and  extends  to 
you  a hearty  invitation  to  rest.

Death  came  to  the 
noted  educator  in  a local  hospital 
rly  Tuesday  morning  following 
i illness  of  two  months. 

For  more  than  56  years,  Profes- 
ir  Wilson  had  been  a teacher  and 
church  leader  in  Utah  and  Mexico, 
and  had  presided  over  several 
stitutions,  serving  on  the  BYU 
faculty  for  several  years.  He  would 
have  been  78  in  April.

Dr.  Franklin  S,  Harris,  president 
of  the  university,  and  Bryant  S. 
Hinckley,  former  president  of  the 
Northern  States  mission  and  asso- 
of  Professor  Wilson  in  the

University  officials  are  awaiting 
word  from  Washington  concerning 
the  establishment  of  a “Reserve 
Pilot  Training  Corps,”  with  a unit 
le  campus  of  BYU.  If  a recent 
proposal  made  by  the  National  As- 
tion  of  Colleges  and  Univer- 
is  accepted  by  the  govern- 
ment, this  program  will  be  organ- 
ized nationally  to  prepare  young 
men  for  enlistment  in  the  Army 
and 'Navy  Air  Corps. 

The  desire  of  schools  to  offer 
leir  services  in  this  national  wai 
effort  was  formally  stated  at  a 
recent  meeting  in  Kansas  City.  The 
declared  purpose,  filed  with  the  Ci- 
ii  Aeronautics  Authority  of  the 
Department  of  Commerce  recom- 
mended: 

First:  That  all  colleges  and  uni- 
rsities  having  flight  training  pro- 
grams be  recognized  as  national  de- 
fense training  centers,  acceptable 
to  the  army  and  navy  for  primary 
instruction  of  future  pilots. 

Second;  That  this  training  es- 
tablish a Reserve  Pilot  Training 
Corps,  whose  members  -shall,  on 
completion  of  this  course,  be  avail- 
able for  assignment  to  one  of  the 
armed  air  forces,  as  required. 

Third:  That  trainees  be  recruited 
through  the  efforts  of  the  interested 
colleges  and  universities,  through 
the  assignment  of  selectees  about 
to  be  inducted,  who  desire  to  se 
in  the  air  forces  and  who  meet 
educational  and  physical  requi 
ments,  and  through  assignment 
otherwise  qualified  enlistees  who 
need  training  before  they  can  be  as- 
signed to  duty  with  the  air  forces. 

Many  of  the  BYU  students  who 
have  completed  the  C.P.T.  training 
are  now  serving  with  the  armed 
forces  of  the  country.  A new  pro- 
gram offering  a greatly  increased 
number  of  scholarships  is  iic 
progress.

Age-old  questions  discussed 


What  do  you  think  of  the 
proposition  that  the  girls  pay  half 
of  the  expenses  on  dates?  was 
asked  several  Y men  and  women 
to  determine  the  stand  of  the 
students  on  this  important 
question. 

The  basis  of  this  survey  was  the 
ultimatum  “50-50  or  No  Dates” 
cast  at  the  defenseless  co-eds  by  a 
group  of  Utah  University  men 
recently.  This  stand  is  a result  of 
the  suggestion  of  President 
Thomas  that  girls  pay  half  the 
expense  on  “dates.”

Whether  it  was  because  of  fear  of 
scoffing  fellows  or  possible  social 
ostracism,  no  one  can  say.  Yet, 
nevertheless,  the  results  were 
interesting. 

Upon  being  cornered  in  the 
bookstore,  Dean  Smart  smiled  and 
said,  “Well,  I think  the  girls  like  to 
go  and  this  might  add  to 
comradeship.  You  know,  while 
young  people  are  attending  school 
they  don’t  want  to  get  serious, 
just  be  friends.” 


Beulah  Strieker  ejaculated, 
“Heavens,  no,  I think  it’s  terrible! 
I think  girls  should  have  parties 
and  invite  boys,  but  when  a boy 
asks  a girl  for  a date  that  requires 
money,  he  should  pay.”  She  urged 
conservatism  on  the  part  of  the 
fellows  paying,  “You  can  have  a 
lot  of  fun  without  spending 
money,”  and  clinched  the 
argument  with,  “If  a feUa  is 
extravagant,  a girl  shouldn’t  have 
to  pay  for  his  extravagance.”
